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NICAP's DRIVE FOR RELEASE OF UFO INFORMATION 

MOST OF our readers will by now have heard of the largest and most 
progressive UFO organisation in ciie United States of America. The 
National Investigations Committee on Aerial Phenomena is headed by 
rw-i.ald Keyhoe, retired Major of the U.S.Marine Corps.. As a result 
( the Berlin Crisis NICAP have submitted a six-point plan to_the UFO 
Subcommittee founded by House Majority Leader .Con.gressraan John W Mc¬ 
Cormack and Chairman Overton Brooks.of the Science and Astronautics 
Committee. This plan "if agreed to by Chairman Brooks and the Sub¬ 
committee, would bring speedy release of all UFO information withheld 
by the Air Force and would block any further secrecy.". 

Two dangers that NICAP feel compelled to mention to the UFO Sub¬ 
committee are these,I quote: 

" 1 ) The risk of accidental v/ar, from mistaking UFO formations for 
a Soviet sneak attack. In 1958, the AF admitted that Strat¬ 
egic Air Comiriand bombers had mere than once been launched 
against Russia when defense radar tracked mysterious objects 
'in seeming formation which have never been identified'. The 
errors were caught, but the hazards are far greater today. 

2) The danger that the Soviet Government may, in a critical 

moment falsely claim, the UFOs as secret Russian 'weapons, ag¬ 
ainst which our defenses are helpless." 

The plan submitted by NICAP is thorough and extremely sound;the 
USAF is in for a difficult time ^ the plan comes up for Congress. 

The idea is to present to the Subcommittee in the presence of 
Air Force representatives proof that the Air Force have withheld reperts 
"and denied or untruthfully explained specific UF0*visual and/or radar 
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reportG by trained, coiapetent -and reliable observers.* Furthermore 
NICAP wili submit documented evidence of misleading and untrue Air 
Force statements issued to Congress members, the press and the public. 
In effect NICAP will rigorously question the AF representatives before 
the UFO Subcx)HUBitte.e and vice versa. I€- the Air F-orce proves all’^the 
statements submitted by NICAP to be untrue, Keyhoe will recommend 
that the Board of Cxovernors dissolve the organisation. Orrthe other 
hand, should the Subcommittee decide to put an end to secrecy on UFO's

It has been argued that as'no physical 
substance, let alone human or near-h'uifl^n creatures, could withstand 
all this, and physical substance does not just appear and disappear 
at will, therefore the Saucers cannot be either physical or manned. 
This sounded reasonableCdiscounting contacts and the rest) until 
the G-field or H.M.F. theories of propulsion emerged. Now all these 
happenings are made theoretically possible, so one argument is 
squashed. 

Another observation that has been made is that there has not only 
been an increase in Saucer sightings over the last decade, but also 
an increase in natural catastrophes of various kinds. It has been 
put forvifard that Saucers are causing these happenings, and are 
therefore either hostile or indifferent towards us. Much speculation 
has been made as to v/hy the Saucers are doing all this to us. The 
evidence is there, they say, so explain it. On the other hand it is 
just as likely (or more so) that the Saucers are here in increased 
numbers becau se of the changes that are taking place, so another 
argument fall's by the wayside. 

Air disasters,, These are also on the increase, it seems, and 
Saucers are being blamed here also, and are consequently branded as 
hcdbile again. But as in weather conditions etc., just because air 
disasters and Saucers are both on the increase there is no reason to 
suppose that one causes the other. In the case of objects being seen 
"'"Ti the vicinity of a crashed plane the same may apply. "Dead'* radios 
i.,ould be caused by several things', including Saucers' force fields 
and anomalies in the Earth's magnetic field. The latter may be res¬ 
ponsible for many crashes also. And, of course, accidents will happen. 

In writing this letter I am putting forv/ard the suggestion that 
interpretation of UFO's and their actionsCas vijell as acceptance of 
contact claims) depends not upon scientific "proofs'* or sightings 
but on one's ovm personal viewpoint limited by personal mental work¬ 
ings. The conclusions I would reach regarding various happenings 
would certainly be nothing like those reached by others who see the 
whole thing in a, different light. So how can we come to any definite 
conclusions about saucers by v/atching them? I still hold the con¬ 
tention that we cannot. "Scientific arguments" are of no value 
whatever because it is abundantly clear to those who consider it 
that although a thing may be scientifically "proved"!, it is not nec¬ 
essarily True. To prove a thing, one has to base one's conclusions 
on other previous assumptions and conclusions, many of virhich may be 
false. The nature of the Sun is a leading factor in cosmological 
conceptions, yet I am convinced that our beliefs concerning this 
body are unfouded and inaccurate. There is no longer any solid 
foundation on ¥.hich Science can stand or lean back on.

OFTSN^when I appear before various groups to lecture on UFO's, or 
even in informal conversation, I am asked: "Why do you study UFO's?" ' 

I would now like to take this opportunity to answer tha,t question 
publicly and I hope to everyone's satisfaction. ‘ 

First, I stuay UFO's because they are unidentified flying objects- 
Sir Edmund Hillary, the first man to climb Mt.Everest,once was asked 
vUiy he did it. "Because it was there" was his now-classic reply. So 
it is with UFO's. Sven the most vehement sceptics of UFO's (e.g., 
Donald flenzel, . VJilly Ley, Otto 0. Binder, etc.) will admit, albeit 
grudgingly, that there are some, no matter how few, UFO reports that 
they cannot understand or explain. Even^the United States Air Force, 
no friend of UFO's, officially defines UFO as: "Any object,which,by 
its performance, description or aerodynamic characteristics cannot 
be related to conventional objects..." So, summed up, my first 
reason for studying UFO's is simply because they arc- objecus which 
cannot bo identified (at least some of them can't) and i want to 
find out vihat they are. 

Second:,My second reason is closely related to the first. I study 
UFO's because I have an insatiable curiosity. I dislike enigmas 
and mysteries by their very nature. Lest the above tvi'o sentences 
seem self-contr 3 .dictory, let me elaborate: I dislike mysteries and 
enigmas because they upset the accepted pattern of things.
